Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. The boundary line of Lyon county is here-
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by established and hereafter shall be 03 follows : Begin-
ning at the south east corner of township one hundred and
nine, thence running north to the north east corner of
township one hundred and thirteen all of range forty,
west of the fifth principal meridian ; thence west to the boun-
dary line of the state of Minnesota; theuce south on the
boundary line of the state to the township line between
townships one hundred and eight aud one hundred and
nine ; thence east ou said township Hue to the place of be-
ginning.

SEC. 2. At the time of giving notice of the next gen-
eral election, it shall be the duty of the officers of the coun-
ty of Redwood, required by law to give notice of such
election,to give notice inlikemanuer that at said election a
vote will be taken on the question of changing the boun-
dary lines of Redwood county in accordance with the pro-
visions of this act.
